c) Claim 1 1 , line 9, - - wherein the snap-fit part is resiliently deformable so that it deforms to fit 
over the rim of the vial and then resiliently snaps back to engage the flange of the vial via a snap-fit 
connection - - is INSERTED after "underneath a downwardly facing surface of such a flange part." 

d) Claim 1 1 , line 9, - - wherein the clamp part is - - is INSERTED after the word "and" and before 
the phrase "able to bear upon the upper." 



e) Claim 1 1 , very last line, - - the - - is INSERTED after "and having" and before "snap-fit." 
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f) Claim 1 1 , very last line, - - engagement - - is DELETED after "snap fit" and before "parts."
